o wonder Alan Eagleson had to 

Bea his Order of Canada. The 

federal government needed to 

give it to Brian Mulroney. That way 
it’s already pre-tarnished. 

Since Muironey had already won 
two million taxpayer dollars in a 
bizarre lawsuit where he managed to 
convince the courts that his reputa- 
tion had been damaged and, more 
incredibly, that he had a reputation, 
the powers that be decided they 
weren't going to take any chances 
offending him ever again and pre- 
sented him with the highest honor a 
Canadian civilian can receive — an 
autographed nude picture of Don 
Cherry. Unfortunately Mulroney also 
wanted the Order of Canada, his face 
on the seven dollar bill and his name 
engraved on the Stanley Cup. 

Apparently the right-honorable 
father of the Goods and Services Tax 
received the prestigious Companion 
of the Order of Canada for such 
important accomplishments as 
launching the career of Lucien 
Bouchard, improving the economy 
by keeping Ottawa’s Gucci stores 
afloat and establishing a new level of 
cynicism among Canadian voters.

However, despite his obvious qual- 
ifications, some critics have com- 
plained that the ex-PM deserves the 
Order of Canada like Eagleson 
deserves his plaque in the Hockey 
Hall of Fame or Preston Manning 
deserves the Order of Québec. But 
considering Mulroney's enormous 
contribution to Canadian political 
life the honor really should be no sur- 
prise. After all, how many other 
politicians can claim to have founded 
two major political parties — the 
Bloc Québécois and Reform. 

Once, and future, Tory leader Joe 
Clark is relieved that Mulroney final- 
ly won the award, explaining, “Maybe 
he'll give mine back now. I was at the 
beach and he kicked sand in my face 
and ran off with it.” 

Order of Canada winner-in-wait- 
ing Jean Chrétien says he sees no 
reason why Mulroney shouldn’t have 
received the honor — if only for his 
significant contribution to ensuring 
that the Liberals will remain in 
power for the next century. 

No one can argue with the premise 
that Mulroney changed Canada for- 
ever and perhaps he deserves the 
award simply because it’s one of the 
few Canadian icons that his regime 
didn’t: get around to Le Se dis-

o reach back to the beginnings of Alejandro 
| ee career as a musician is to stick 

your hands fairly deeply into the viscera of 
what’s been happening in rock for the past two 
decades. Don’t forget, it’s been 20 years since 
the Sex Pistols, the progenitors of modern rock 
‘n’ roll attitude, appeared on the shores of 
North America for what should have been their 
only American tour. Escovedo was there; open- 
ing with his band the Nuns for the Pistols’ last 
stand in California. 

A few years later Escovedo was living in New 
York and playing guitar with Rank and File. 
They were one of the first bands to merit the 
coinage cowpunk, a rousical hybrid more Cash 
than Clash that spurred on many a latter-day 
country rock band, from Jason and the 
Scorchers through Uncle Tupelo to some of 
Escovedo’s current label-mates on Chicago's 
seminal alt-country label Bloodshot Records. 

During the.’80s, Escovedo relocated to 
Austin, Texas, close to his birthplace of San 
Antonio, to be part of a music scene that boast- 
ed the talents of Townes Van Zandt, Billy Joe 
Shaver, Jimmy Dale Gilmore, and other 
guardians of the American musical tradition. 
He labored in obscurity for a few years with 
True Believers, a country-rock project some 
critics acclaimed as the best band you never 
heard. 

In recent years, Escovedo has become as 
respected for his songwriting 


as for his performance cre- a 
dentials, gigging regularly in 
Austin with ensembles that 
sometimes take in 15 players

The received wisdom about pianist Monk is that, by the time he received 
his critical and popular due in the 1960s, his best musical moments were 
behind him. This double CD of performances from L.A.’s It Club in 1964 
could very well put the lie to that. With tenor player Charlie Rouse, bassist 
Larry Gales and drummer Ben Riley, Monk gives no evidence of coasting, 
serving up wonky rhythms and off-kilter lyricism His tunes were notorious- 
ly difficult to play, but this quartet shows no signs of strain, working up a 
joyful, slappy interplay that suits the songs perfectly. The Monk canon is 
well-represented, from Bemsha Swing Rhythm-a-ning, as well as lesser- 
known puzzlers like Gallop’s Gallo and Teo. Blissful. _— Scott Ling ley 














































Mamadrum ’Scuse Me? (Independent) 
Coming straight outta Dunster, B.C., this one screams neo-hippie bare- 
foot tree-hugger.

ennedy Jenson is possibly 
If eames most unappreciat- 
ed musical resource. Her 
résumé is an impressive one. After 
a move to Edmonton from the 
Lethbridge area, she and her 
brother Doug, along with friend 
and vocalist Cathy Wiebe, formed 
the rock group Jenson Interceptor. 
The quintet released one self-titled 
album in 1980. Tiny Thing 
became a monster hit for the 
group, catapulting them into the 
national spotlight. 

Her first big public exposure 
after the band was as a soloist and 
background singer for CFRN’s 
weekly television series Sun 
Country, which was hosted by Ian 
Tyson and ran for four seasons 
(1982-86). 

Then in 1988, after a brief stay in 
Los Angeles, Jenson immersed 
herself in musical theatre and 
became a singer and dancer with 
Kompany: A Performing Dance 
Troupe. The group performed in 
Brisbane, Australia for Expo ’88 
and subsequently put in appear- 
ances at various Fringe Festivals, 
theatres and cabarets as well as a 
tour across Western Canada into 
1990. Of late, Jenson has opened 
for Ray Charles’ appearance with 
the Edmonton Symphony Orch- 
estra in 1992 and for the Mills 
Brothers, accompanied by the 
Tommy Banks Big Band in 1995. 

In 1995, her dream of organizing 
an all-female vocal group came to 
fruition when she and saxophonist 
Dave Babcock developed the con- 
cept which became the Kit Kat 
Club — a trio comprising Jenson, 
Deb Williams and Kasara Jaxon, 
who specialize in performing the 
music of the ’60s as a nightclub 
show group.

A couple of years ago Kennedy 
was invited to represent Edmon- 
ton during the Klondike Days 
Exposition as Klondike Kate; a 
role she reprised last summer and 
one which she will be taking up for 
yet a third time this week.

As for his role as the show’s 
director, Lemoine said that given 
the talent and creativity of the cast 
he’s working with, he doesn’t have 
that much to do. “I’m picking the 
order of the songs and do all the 
photocopying,” Lemoine joked.

Finkel, whose son Dick is producer of the festival, passed away a 
month ago and was a longtime supporter of women in comedy. 

What was most engaging about the show was the energy of the perform- 
ers and the audience. Women in Comedy is a show that brings people back 
year after year. About half the audience members were return customers 
and they were primed to be entertained in grand style. Patti Stiles, of Die 
Nasty fame, set the tone for the show as the perky mistress of ceremonies, 
introducing acts as needed and participating in several sketches. First-timers 
were initiated into the experience like a refreshing dip in a dunk tank. 
Husbands and boyfriends soon realized the dangers of poe sucha 
show. My companion slouched 
again and again as the performers 


cruised the audience for male “vol- 
unteers ” All that volunteered were 
good sports. One man (not a good 
sport) flatly refused. 


The eye-jarring attire of Zandra 
Bell was the first indication of the 
garish sights that were yet to come.

hat would it take to make you 
W lie in a small stretch of uncul- 

tivated field pondering the 
issues at play while a grasshopper 
tears out a cicada’s belly? Can you 
see yourself being interested in 
such a battle for more than a few 
seconds? I have found an author 
who can make you experience 
such trials of the insect world and 
make the struggle appealing. 

The Passionate Observer is a 
collection of essays by Jean Henri 
Fabre, who, during the late 19th 
century, wrote about and observed 
insects and other creatures. His 
meticulous examination of the 
lives and nature of insects is 
detailed, fanciful and insightful. 
His all-consuming love of insects is 
evident in his prose. 

These writings come from a 
time when there was no such thing 
as ‘science’. People who practised 
what we now call science were 
natural philosophers. They gained 
knowledge of the world around

them through observation 
rather than experimentation. 
Such philosophers felt that 
nature, when undisturbed, 
would yield more truth than it 
would when altered by man. 
These pursuits were typically the 
domain of gentlemen like Fabre. 
The Passionate Observer was 
re-released recently with an added 
bonus. Delicate watercolor illus- 
trations by Marlene McLoughlin 
accompany Fabre’s work and add 
a delicious visual element to his 
rich prose. McLoughlin’s watercol- 
ors have that fantastic quality the 
most appealing watercolors have, 
that impression of first seeing a 
blob of diluted pigment which, 
upon further examination, reveals 
itself as a tiny, perfect landscape. 
The combination of Fabre’s 
writings and McLoughlin’s paint- 
ings results in a surprisingly pleas- 
ing collection. Fabre’s work is 
extremely accessible in a way that 
one wouldn’t expect from a 
French 19th-century naturalist.

att Davis was 21 when he 
M opened Plush Sports, a spe- 
cialty shop for skateboarders 
and snowboarders, five years ago. 

“ They are the sports that I know 
really well, they go together; we 
sell what we know about. We spe- 
cialize in the sports we live by, 
sports that we love.” 

This large shop on Whyte Ave- 
nue attracts a mix of youth culture 
underlined by a taste for punk and 
hip hop. Davis built a haven for all 
his kindred spirits. “We wanted to 
make a nice store for skateboard- 
ers. A lot of stores don’t treat 
skateboarders like customers. I 
grew up as a skateboarder, so we 
put everything we could into it. A 
friend of mine used to everything 
was plush. I thought, hey, what a 
great name — Plush.” 

Although the hub of skateboard- 
ing is California, Davis reinvented 
the skateboard story locally. “Kids 
have this idea that everything in 
California is so much better. Pretty 
much, if you see it in California, 
you ‘ll see it here. The good thing 
now is Canada is starting to get its 
own scene.” 

Employee Sean Miller, explains 
the fashion of skateboarding and 
snowboarding. 

“There’s a lot more fashion in it. 
It used to be just big baggy pants, 
one pair of shoes that just ripped 
the skateboard and a big T-shirt. 
Now, there’s meshes, colored 
shirts, cleaned up bit from-when 
Plush opened. 

“It’s gotten visually appealing to 
people other than skaterboarders. 
Companies produced more stuff 
that made skateboarders look 
acceptable to people. What the pro 
skaterboarders wear is what peo- 
ple base their clothing on.” 

Miller outlines some of the latest 
trends in skateboard and snow- 
board sportswear. 

“The mesh is good nowadays. 
You're usually outside. It’s really 
hot out. So mesh, it’s right for the 
sport, it’s cooler to skateboard in 
on warm days. Even tank tops are 
mesh. 

“Droors is probably the biggest 
and has a huge variety — anything 


from a soccer look to mix mesh 
and cotton. Droors jeans is like 
Levis but with different names — 
the atlas is huge, a big jean. T 
shirts used to have a weird saying 
on them but now, cleaned-up 
things are more simplistic, but the 
patch (logo) is found everywhere. 
The big thing this year is track 
pants. Hoods and crews will

scar Wilde would be proud. For 
| a man who's greatest pride was 

being famous, he’d be tickled 
pink with the virtual deluge of 
movies, plays and books flooding 
the market lately about his life, art 
and tragic demise. Add to their 
number Wilde, the lush biopic star- 
ing Stephen Fry and Jude Law that 
opens this weekend at the oh-so- 
appropriate Edwardian-era Prin- 
cess Theatre. 

The timing of this recent Oscar- 
palooza is especially fitting, given 
we're approaching the centennial 
of Wilde’s death. As a society, we 
seem to be revisiting the same 
issues and cultural bugaboos — 
homophobia and fin-de-cycle hys- 
teria, to name just two, that haunt- 
ed our turn-of-the-century British 
counterparts. Granted the Vriend 
Supreme Court case and the sub- 
sequent controversy over its out- 
come in Alberta ain’t exactly an 
international trial of the century 
but it should put into perspective 
some of the self-righteousness we 
might be apt to heap upon our 
“hypocritical” Victorian forbears. 

Not to say that Wilde is only 
remembered for his bad luck at 
the Old Bailey and his misfortune 
at having died on the cusp of the 
new century. On the contrary, 
Wilde has earned a major berth in 
the canon of modern literature for 
a legion of reasons above and 
beyond the merits of his prose — 
which in and of itself is substantial 
— including a reputation as one of 
the father’s of proto-modernism 
and its subversive esthetic; an 
enduring wit and practitioner of 
the art of ironic talk, and the lead- 
ing Victorian proponent of shame- 
less self-promotion. Some go as far 
as to say that he was the first 
“modern man” and one of the most 
influential forces in\20th century 
literary history. 

This heaps a load of expectation 

- upon Brian Gilbert’s $10-million 
film. First of all the movie is based 
on the seminal and comprehensive 
1988 biography by Richard Ellman, 
the very-readable and'much admir- 
ed bible on Oscar Wilde, and goes 
nose to nose with the'memories of 
two 1960 biopics based on the 
Wildean legend (The Trials of 
Oscar Wilde, starring Peter Finch, 
and Oscar Wilde, staring Robert 
Morley).

Stephen Fry’s a dead 
ringer for Wilde, but the 
movie's kinda tame. 


So, you ask, how does Gilbert's 
Wilde stack up? Well, as far as I'm 
concerned, the film achieves only 
mixed success. 

On the positive side, it’s certain- 
ly more in your face than any pre- 
vious film made to date, placing 
Oscar Wilde’s sexuality front and 
centre in his art, personal politics 
and ultimate fall. Full points for 
full-frontal exploration of the 
whole of Wilde’s life. As one wag 
once wrote, “the love that dare not 
speak its name now never shuts 
up”. 

The film also deserves kudos for 
its lush production values and 
tedious attention to detail and 
some mighty fine performances, 
especially by Fry (even though my 
favorite cinematic Wilde is still 
Peter Finch). 

The downside? Well, the charm 
of Ellman’s biography was he 
wrote so eloquently about the myr- 
iad contradictions and paradoxes 
in Wilde’s life as a whole. For 
example, how can someone like 
Wilde, so bright and witty on the 
one hand (as well as being a 
shrewd Fabian socialist), be so 
stupid and not take the opportuni- 
ty to flee to France before he was 
arrested, knowing that the Crown 
had undeniable evidence against 
him and were guaranteed a victo- 
ry? But in a biographical movie — 
even one based on a brilliant print 
biography — you don’t have the 
luxury of inconclusive meditation 
and speculation on behavior. In a 
movie, people want to have con- 
clusions drawn for them and they 
want their screen personages to be 
determined and purposeful. Wilde 
tries too hard to have it both ways, 
creating closure when there was 
none and leaving ambiguous parts 
of Wilde's life that weren't. 

Gilbert’s Wilde ends up being 
dragged down by the encyclopedic 
source material and paints a too- 
broad picture of Wilde that is not 
particularly forceful, insightful or 
— horror or horrors — inclusive. 
Film-goers who are not very well- 
versed in Wilde’s biography may 
end up quite confused by the end 
of the film. And that my dears, will 
not do in a cinematic homage to an 
artist known for his brevity and 
stylistic simplicity.

t’s the sort of film that would put 
| your average fat-pension-getting, 

fat- raise-getting, just-moved-into- 
Stornoway Reform MP into a moral 
quandary. Sure, it’s fine to bitch 
about the leniency of the Young 
Offenders Act (I do it all the time) 
and to suggest that if only these mis- 
guided youths could spend more 
quality time with their parents, they 
wouldn’t be turning into petty crimi- 
nals. But what if Dad is grooming 
you to take over his illegal immi- 
grant operation? 

That’s the dilemma facing La 
Promesse’s young protagonist, Igor 
(Jeremie Renier). Igor has a promis- 
ing future. He is working as an 
apprentice for a car mechanic and, 
hell, if that doesn’t work out, he can 
always become a minor-league king- 
pin. Which is just as well, as his old 
man Roger (Olivier Gourmet) is sab- 
otaging Igor’s other career choice. 
Roger’s plan works so well he gets 
Igor fired. 

It’s quite a racket they have going: 
charging immigrants their life sav- 
ings to come to Belgium, then rent- 
ing them out apartments that the 
word ‘squalor’ wouldn’t touch at 
exorbitant prices and hoodwinking 
them into dangerous work at shit 


wages. 

All this so Roger and his son can 
save up to buy a house. Roger has 
other ambitions as well. He wants to 
turn the family business over to his 
son. Igor carries on with such busi- 
ness-like efficiency, it’s hard to 
believe he’s only 15. Well, that and 
the fact Igor has a two pack a day 
smoking habit. 

Roger’s a bad father, but he’s not 
an evil one. Sure he’s brutish and 
gives Igor the odd savage beating. 
But there’s a weird tenderness to 
him. In an i act of father/son bonding, 
Roger | puts an ugly home-made tat- 
too on Igor’s shoulder. 

All these plans are threatened one 
day when Hamidou, an African 
worker, falls off of some scaffolding 
during a raid and is mortally injured. 
Igor hides the worker as he makes 
his dying plea: Hamidou makes Igor 
promise to look after his wife, Assita 
(Assita Ouedraogo), and their infant 
son. In order to avoid officials and 
their nosy questions, Roger dumps 
the body into a concrete foundation. 

The promise tests Igor’s moral 
compass as he finds himself Assita’s 
guardian angel, and full of guilt 


about Hamidou., 

Unlike the very fine Once Were 
Warriors, the family violence in La 
Promesse is very psychological and 
sublime. Roger gets the sexually 
inexperienced Igor a hooker with 
the intention of getting closer to his 
son, but the result is more power 
and control over Igor 

The Dardenne Brother's have 
made a film so rich andcomplex in 
character, that itis almost beyond 
any kind of ¢riticism (except to say 
that one might find the theme and 
settings relentlessly depressing). 
The film’s narrative point of view 
could have come from any of the 
three major character’s and it still 
would have been as entertaining. No 
heroes or villains here, 

While La Promesse can be rec- 
ommended to any film buff whe 
doesn’t confuse plot points with big 
explosions, fans of the French new 
wave movement will be pleasantly 
surprised how it still survives today 
through the film-makers it has influ- 
enced.

Kitchen attains pertect hal

really good restaurant is a balancing 

act. You know what I mean. The good 

restaurant is a place that’s casual and 
comfortable enough for you to go and 
unwind, yet classy enough for you to bring 
a client for lunch if you have to. The food is 
hearty and served in reasonable portions, 
yet the cuisine and presentation is daring 
and thoughtful. A good restaurant is a place 
where you go for special occasions, yet 
finding yourself haunting on a regular 
basis. 

The Sicilian Pasta Kitchen is one of those 
well-balanced restaurants that I've always 
felt comfortable visiting, be it for a fancy 
business lunch or after 
a big heap of spaghetti with their fresh 
cooked veal meatballs. 

What I didn’t know until I visited last 
week was that the five-year-old Pasta 
Kitchen had changed hands. New owner 


a gym workout, for 


Dave Manna told me that he’s been at the 
helm for more than a year now and intends 
to build on the excellent reputation that the 
Sicilian Pasta Kitchen has earned over the 
years. 

Manna values both the restaurant's 
authentic high-quality cuisine and a high- 
level of customer service and has been very 
meticulous and cautious in the changes 
he’s made to this Jasper Avenue institution. 
Changes are small but vital, like new 
awnings, fresh flowers on the table, cloth 
napkins rather than paper, slate trim 
replacing the tiling around the kitchen/ser- 
vice area, and plans for a private function 
room. 

What hasn’t changed is the Sicilian Pasta 
Kitchen’s intelligent menu and high quality 
Italian cooking. 

The sausages and veal meatballs are still 
made from scratch, and there are even 
more innovative menu items and specials 


than before. 

The biggest challenge came when it was 
time to actually review the food. We had to 
find dishes that my companion and I had 
not tried before (after all it seems hardly 
fair to review dishes we eat all the time!). 

Manna decided to start us off with the 
Cozze Alla Siciliana Mussels. These mus- 
sels are an innovative twist on an old 
restaurant favorite, steamed with garlic, 
fresh tomatoes, white wine, cream and 
Gorgonzola cheese. 

Not only does the Gorgonzola cheese 
sauce bring out the full flavor of the mus- 
sels, this dish’s sauce was such a taste treat 
in itself (imagine an excellent spicy tomato 
cream soup) that we had to get two extra 
servings of bread. 

For entrées we were served the Manzo Al 
Boscaiolo (beef tenderloin) and the 
Constatine Di Agnello (lamb chops). How 
good were the entrées? Well, I’m having a 


hard time writing this review because, in 
my enthusiasm, I slopped a pasta sauce all 
over my notes and can’t make heads or tails 
of half of what I wrote. 

Well here goes... 

Let’s start with the lamb. In one word: 
sinful. Fresh lamb cooked to perfection 
dripping in a unique mint, garlic and mus- 
tard sauce served with a helping of baby 
red potatoes and crisp vegetables. I’m not a 
super lamb fan, but I'd order this dish again 
in a second. 

What of the beef dish? Well, the Manzo Al 
Boscaiolo lived up to the Pasta Kitchen’s 
high standards. A big hunk of well-cooked 
meat served with wild mushrooms and 
fresh tomatoes in a red wine demiglaze 
sauce. This is top-notch roast and real two- 
fisted meal, folks. Ours was served with 
pasta in a tomato cream sauce that was 
equally delicious — real home-cooked 
goodness but with style.

Q: Iam a breeder woman, and 
I never had anal intercourse until 
I was with my current lover.

I shared your letter and a few 
others with Dr. Jack Morin, 
author of the buttsex bible, Anal 
Pleasure and Health: A Guide 
for Men and Women. Morin’s 
seminal work on all things butt- 
riffic has just been re-released in 
a revised third edition with tons 
of new info, pointers, and illus- 
trations detailing how men and 
women can get the most out of

“It’s true that some women and 
men are orgasmic with anal stim- 
ulation alone, but most are not, 
or require some direct genital 
stimulation at the same time.”

oday, everyone’s favorite topic: 
lon discharge. Now wait, 

guys! Before you turn away and 
go, ‘Yec-c-ch!’ you might want to 
consider that the survival or lack of 
survival (depending on the desired 
outcome) of your precious sperm 
depends on cervical mucus, one of 
the many wonderful varieties of 
vaginal discharge. 

“Cervical mucus helps sperm sur- 
vive, possibly up to five days, and 
travel up the uterus to the tube to 
fertilize the egg,” suggests a funky 
little zine called Discharge. So 
boys, since you have a vested inter- 
est in the state of her mucus, I'd 
pay attention if I were you. 

Lisa Rizikov is the creator of Dis- 
charge (as in discharging info about 
vaginal discharge). She’s a fertility- 
awareness educator (she helps cou- 
ples figure out how avoid or 
achieve pregnancy) and is some- 
what obsessed with this particular 
bodily fluid. In fact, her enthusiasm 
has earned her the title “Discharge 
Queen” among her friends. 

“T work in a sexual-health clinic 
and talk to a lot of women about 
their discharge,” Rizikov e-mailed 
me (some people get all the good 

A lot of women think their 
charge is ‘gross,’ when almost all 
harge they experience is 

normal and healthy.” 

One woman went to see Rizikov 
because her boyfriend told her 
there must be something wrong 
with her when he noticed gunk in 
her undies. Get a life, Mr. Sensitive! 
You have to admit, though, that 
while we'll be up to our elbows dig- 
ging around in our nose, when the 
mucus comes from “down there,” 
we don’t wanna know about it. 

Part of the problem is the name. 
Discharge and mucus just don’t 
sound like much fun. Lisa suggest- 
ed “fertility juice.” I think that 
sounds too new-agey. I'd rather go 
with splooge or, to appropriate the 
male term for their “discharge,” 
spunk. 

And you can learn a lot about a 
gal from her spunk. “It tells us 
when we are fertile, if we have an 
infection or when there may be a 
health problem,” says Rizikov. For 
example, if there is no cervical 
mucus it may be a sign that there is 
not enough estrogen, which could 
be related to ovarian function and 
fertility. 

Another thing, she admits: “Even 
with all my knowledge and appreci- 
ation of the wondrous workings of 
my body, there are times when I, 
like so many women, have experi- 
enced some anxiety when some- 
‘one’s face is making its way down 
rata I ee that everything 


found on your underwear or on toi- 
let paper after wiping yourself. 
Practically all women have and 
notice vaginal discharge through- 
out most of their lives. (Lucky us!) 
The texture, taste and, yes, smell of 
your spunk changes throughout 
your cycle. In fact, instead of wor- 
rying about it next time he’s down 
there, why not turn it into a taste- 
test: “no, I just finished my period, 
honey. Guess again .. .” 

Each issue of Discharge features 
a “vaginal discharge du jour.” The 
one I saw heralded cervical mucus 
— “Bravo cervical mucus!” You'll 
start to notice this stuff right after 
your period ends (I tell ya, always a 
party down there). Usually it starts 
out cloudy in appearance, and if 
you were to stretch it between two 
fingers (just say you were) it would 
likely stretch about a quarter of an 
inch or less. 

It gets more fun as the cycle goes 
on, getting clearer and stretchier 
every day until it’s more fun than 
Slime (remember that stuff? It used 
to come in a green garbage can). 
When you can stretch it about an 
inch, it’s safe to say you're ovulat- 
ing, and you can either make a baby 
or use it tos posters to the wall. 

(Do not try this at home without 
more info. Natural birth control is 
more complicated than simple 
spunk stretching. Best to consult a 
fertility-awareness educator like, 
say, Lisa Rizikov, to get il right.)
